and conclude upon certain difficult and urgent affairs 
mentioned in the ſaid Writ, Did thereupon at the time 
appointed, and within the Cathedral Church of St. Paul 
aforeſaid, aſſemble themſelves,and appear in Convocation 
for that purpoſe, according to our ſaid Writ, before the 
Right Reverend Father in God, Richard Biſhop of Lon- 
don, duely (upon a ſecond Writ of ours dated the g. day 
of March aforeſaid) authorized, appointed and conſtitu- 
ted, by reaſon of the ſaid Archbiſhop of Cantecbury his 
death, Preſident of the ſaid Convocation, to execute 
thoſe things which by vertue of our firſt Writ did apper- 
tain to him the ſaid Archbiſhop to have executed if he had 
lived : We, for divers urgent and weighty cauſes and 
conſiderations us thereunto eſpecially moving, of our eſpe- 
cial grace, certain knowledge, and meer mot ion, did by 
vertue of our Prerogative Royal, and Supreme Authori- 
ty in cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, give and grant by our ſeveral 
Letters Patents under our Great Seal of England, the 
one dated the 12. dayof April laſt paſt, and the other the 
25. day of June then next following, full, free and law- 
Ful liberty, licence, power and authority unto the ſaid Bi- 
fbop of London, Preſident of the ſaid Convocation, and

Of the Church of England.

| The Kings Supremacy over the Church of England, in Cauſes 


Eccleſiaſtical, ro be maintained. 


S our duty to the Kings moſt Excellent Ma⸗ 
5 jeſty requireth, we firſt decree and o2dain , 
That the Archbiſhop of Canterbury (from 
time to time) all Biſhops of this Pꝛovince, 
all Oeans, Archdeacons, Parſons, Clicars, 
and all other Eccleſiaſtical perſons, ſhall 
See faithfully keep and obſerve, and (as much 
2x77. gas in them lieth) ſhall caule to be obſerved 
and kept of others, all and ſingular Lawes and Statutes 

made fo2 reſtoꝛing to the Crown of this Kingdom, the ancient 

Juris diction over the ſtate Eccleſiaſtical, and aboliſhing of all fo- 

reign Power repugnant to the ſame. Furthermoze, all Eccle- 

ſiaſtical perſons 1. of Souls, and all other Pꝛeach⸗ 
| ers, and Readers ot Divinity Lectures, ſhall to the uttermoſt 


of their Tit, Knowledge, and Learning, purely and ſincere⸗ 

| ly (without any colour oꝛ diſſimulation) teach, manifeſt, open, 
| and declare Four times every year (at the leaſt) in their Ser- 
mons and other Collattons and Lectures, That all uſurped 

and fozeign Power, (foꝛaſmuch as the ſame hath no eſtabliſh-

Wet baz ſhall hereafter affirm, That the Kings Pa⸗ 
jeſty hath not the ſame authoztty in cauſes Eccleſiaſtt- 
cal, that the godly Kings had amongſt the Jews, and Chy- 
ſtan Emperours in the Pꝛimitive Church, oꝛ impeach any part 
of his Regal Supzemacy in the laid cauſes reſtozed to the 
Crown, and by the Laws of this Kealm therein eſtabliſhed:

TY! Letauy ſhall be ſaid 02 ſung when, and as it is ſet down 
in the Book of Common Pꝛaper, by theParſons, Uicars, 
Miniſters o2 Curates , in all Cathedꝛal, Collegiate, Pariſh 
Churches and Chappels , in ſome convenient place, accoꝛding 
to the dtſcretion of the Biſhop of the Dioceſs , oꝛ Eccleſiaſtical 
Oꝛdinary of the place. And that we may ſpeak moꝛe particu- 
larly, upon TUedneſdayes and Fridayes weekly, though they be 
not Holy dayes, the Miniſter at the accuſtomed hours of Ser⸗ 
vice, ſhall reſoꝛt to the Church and Chappel, and warning being 
given to the people by tolling of a Bell, thall ſay the Letany 
— in the Book of Common P2ayer : whereuntsa we

AU Maſters and Fellows of Colledges 02 Halls, and all the 
{AX Scholars and Students in either of the Univerſittes,ſhall 
in their Churches and Chappels upon all Sundays, Poly days, 
and their Eves, at the time of Divine Service, wear Surplices 
accoꝛding to the Oꝛder of the Church ol England: andſuchagare 
Gꝛaduates, ſhall agreeably wear with their Surplices ſuch 
POds as do ſeverally appertain unto their degrees. 


XVIIL 


A Reverence and Attention to be uſed within the Church in time 
of Divine Service. 


TP? the time of Otvine Service, and ofevery part thereof, alt 
due Reverence is to be uſed; fo2 it is accoꝛding to the Apoſtles 
rule, Let all things be done decently, and according to order: An- 
ſwerable to which Occency and Oꝛder, we judge theſe our di⸗ 
rections following; No man ſhall cover his Head in the Church 
02 Chappel in the time of Otvine Service, except he have ſome 
infirmity3 in which caſe, let him wear a Might caͤp oꝛ Cotfe, All 
manner ofperſons then pꝛeſent, ſhall reverently kneel 12 theit 


knees when the general Confeſſion, Letany and other Pꝛayers 
are read; and ſhall ſtand up at the ſaying of the Beltef, accoz- 
ding to the Rules in that behalf p2eſcribed in the Book of Com- 
mon ]2aver : And likewiſe when in time of Divine Service 
Loꝛd Jeſus ſhall be mentioned, due and lowly reverence ſhall 
done by all perſons p2eſent as it hath been accuſtomed 3 teſfify- 
ing by theſe Dutward Ceremonies and Geſtures, their inward 
Pumility, Chiiſtitan Reſolution, and due acknowledgment that 
the Loꝛd Jeſus Chꝛiſt, the true eternal Son of God, is the one- 
ly Saviour of the TUo2ld, in whom alone all the Mercies, O2a- 
ces and Pꝛomiles of Hod to Mankind, fo2this Life and the Life 
to come, are fully and wholly compaiſed, Mone, either man, 
woman 02 child, of what calling ſoever, ſhall be otherwiſe at 
ſuch times buſted in the Church, then in quiet attendance to 
hear, mark and underſtand that which is Read, Pꝛeached 02 
Miniſtred; ſaying in their due places audibly with the Mini⸗

Pꝛeaching; but ſhall cauſe them either to come in, oꝛ to depart,

Bread and Wine tobe provided againſt every Communion. 


T3 Church-wardens of every Pariſh againſt the time of 
every Communion, ſhall at the charge of the Pariſh , with 
the advice and direction of the Miniſter , pzovide a ſufficient 
quanttty of fine white Bꝛead, and of good and wholſome Mine 
koꝛ the number ot Communicants that ſhall from time to time 
receive there: which ine we require to be bꝛought to the

1 every Pariſh Church and Chappel where Sacraments are 
to be adminiſtred within this Realm, the holy Communion 
ſhall be miniſtred by the Parſon, Uicar, 02 Miniſter, ſo often, 
and at ſuch times as every Pariſhioner may Communicate, 
at the leaſt thꝛice in the year ( whereof the Feaft of Eaſter to be 
one) accoꝛding as they are appointed by the Baok of Common 
Payer, JNovided, That every Piniſter as oft as he admini⸗ 
itreth the Communion, ſhall firſt receive that Sacrament him- 
ſelf; Furthermoze , no B2ead oꝛ Wine newly bzought ſhall be 
ufed : but firſt the wo2ds of Inſtitution ſhall be rehearſed when 
the ſaid B2ead and Tine be pꝛeſent upon the Communion 
Table.

Warning to be given beforehand for the Communion. 


Wenn every Lay-perſon is bound to receive the holy

XXIII. 
Students in Colledges to receive the Communion four times a year. 


TS all Colledges and Halls within both the Univerſities, the 
Maſters and Fellows, ſuch eſpectally as have any Pupils, 
ſhall be careful that all their (aid Pupils, and the reſt that re- 
main amongſt them, be well bꝛought up, and thꝛoughly inftruc- 
cd in points of Religion, and that they do diligently frequent 
publick Service and Sermons, and receive the holy Commtt-

WE are ſoꝛy that his Majeſties moſt ꝛincely care and 
ains taken in the Conference at Hampton Court, a- 
mongſt many other points, touching this one of the Croſs in 
Baptiſm, hath taken no better effec with many, but that ſtill 
the uſe of it in Baptiſm is ſo greatly ſtuck at and impugned. 
02 the further declaration therefo2e ofthe true uſe of this Ce- 
remony, and fo2 the removing of all ſuch ſcruple as might any 
wayes trouble the Conſciences of them who are indeed rightly 
Religious, following the royal ſteps of our moſt wozthy King, 
becauſe he therein followeth the rules of the Scriptures , and 
the pꝛactiſe of the Pꝛimitive Church; we do commend to all the 
true members of the Church of England, theſe our Directions 

and Dbſervations enſuing, i 
Firſf, it is to be obſerved, That although the Jews and 
Ethnicks derided both the Apoſtles, and the reſt of the Chuuſti⸗ 
ans, foꝛ pꝛeaching and believing in him who was crucified upon 
the Crols; pet all, both Apoſtles and Chaiſtians, were ſo far 
from being diſcouraged from their p2ofeſſion by the ignominy 
of the Croſs, as they rather rejoyced and triumphed in it. Yea 
the holy Ghoſt by the mouths of the Apoſtles did honour the 
2ame of the Croſs (being hateful among the Jews) ſo far, that 
under it he compꝛehended not onely Chaiſt crucified, but the 
fo2ce, effects, and merits ot his Death and Paſſion, with all the 
— + » fruits and pꝛamiſes which we receive 02 erpect 
Secondly, The honour anddignity ofthe Name ofthe Croſs, 
begat a reverend eſtimation even in the Apoſtles —

ounht that fs known to the contrary) of the Sign of the Croſs; 
which the Chꝛiſtlans th 12tiy after uſed in all thetr actions, thereby 
making an outwardſhew and pꝛokeſſton even to the aſtoniſhment 
ofthe |cws, That they were not aſhamed to acknowledge him fo2 
their Lo2d and Saviour, who died fo2 them upon the Croſs, 
And this Sign they did not onely uſe themſelves with a kind of 
glo2y, when they met with any Jews, but Signed therewith their 
Childꝛen when they were Chuſtened, to dedicate them by that 
badge to his ſervice, whoſe benefits beſtowed upon them in 
Bapcilm, the name of the Croſs did repꝛeſent. And this uſe 
of the Sign of the Croſs in Baptiſm was held in the P2imt- 
tive Church, as well by the Orc. ks as the Latins, with one con- 
ſent and great applauſe, At what time, if any had oppoſed 
themlelves againſt it, they would certainly have been cenſured 
as Enemies of the name of the Croſs, and conſequently of 
Chꝛiſts merits, the Sign whereof they could no better endure, 
This continual and general uſe of the Sign of the Croſs, is 
evident by many teſtimontes of the ancient Fathers. 

Thirdly, It muſt be confeſſed, that in pꝛoceſs ot time the Sign 
of the Croſs was greatly abuſed in the Church of Rome, eſpe- 
cially after that coꝛruption of JPoperyhad once poſſeſſed it. But 
= abuſe of a thing doth not take away the lawful uſe of it. 

Jap, (0 far was it from the purpoſe ofthe Church of England to 
foxſake and re jea the Churches of Italy, France, Spain, Germany, 
02 any ſuch like Churches, in all things which they held and 

2actiled, that, as the Apology of the Church of England confeſ⸗ 

eth, it doth with reverence retain thoſe Ceremonies which do 
neither endamage the Church of God, no2 offend the minds of 
ſober men: and onely departed from them in thoſe particular 
points, wherein they were fallen both from themſelves in their 
ancient integrity, and from the Apoſtolical Churches which 
were their firſt Founders. In which reſpec, amongſt ſome other 
very ancient Ceremonies, the Sign of the Crols in Baptiſm 
hath been retained in this Church, both by the judgment and 
pꝛactiſc of thoſe reverend Fathers and great Divines in the 
days of Ring Edward the Sixth, of whom ſome —— (uf- 
fered fo2 the profeſſion of the truth; and others being exiled in 
the time of Queen Mary, did after their return in the beginning 
of the Reign of our late dꝛead Sovereign, continually defend 
and uſe the ſame, This reſolution and p2actiſe of our Church 
hath been allowed and app2oved by the cenſure upon wn — 
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munion Vol in Ring Edward the Sixth his days, and by the 
harmony of confeſſions ok later years : becauſe in deed the uſe 
of this Sign in Baptiſin was ever accompanied here with ſuch 
ſufficient cautions and erceptions againſt all Popiſh Superſti⸗ 
tion and Errour, as in the like caſes are either fit 02 conve- 

tent. * | 
6 Fir, The Church of England ſince the aboliſhing of Popery 
hath ever held and taught, and ſo doth hold and teach ſtill, that 
the Sign of the Croſs uſed in Baptilin, ts — ok the ſub⸗ 
ſtance of that Sacrament: Fo2 when the Miniſter dipping the 
Inkant in Mater, 02 laying Water upon the face of it, (as the 
manner alſo is) hath pzonounced theſe wo2ds, I baptize thee in 
the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, the 
Inkant is fully and perfectly Baptized.

2 religious example, do conſtitute and decree, That no 
eacons 02 Miniſters be made and oꝛdained, but onely upon 
the Sundays immediately following Jcjunia quaruor remporum, 
commonly called Ember-weeks, appointed in ancient time fo2 
Pꝛapyer and Faſting, (purpoſely fo2 this cauſe at their firft Jnſtt- 
tution) and ſo continued at this day in the Church of England: 
And that this be done in the Cathedꝛal 02 Pariſh Church where 
the Biſhop reũdeth, and in the time of Divine Service, in the 
ſence-not onely of the Archdeacon, but of the Dean and two 
zebendaries at the leaſt, 02 (it they ſhall happen by any lawful 
cauſe to be let oꝛ Hindered) in the pꝛeſence of four other grave 
erſons, being Maſters ot Arts at the leaſt, and allowed fo2 pub ·

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None to be made Deacon and Miniſter both in one day. 


T*. Office ol Deacon being a ſtep oz degree to the Miniſte⸗ 
ry, acco2ding tothe judgment of the ancient Fathers, and 
the pzactiſe of the Pꝛimitive Church; We do o2dain and ap- 
point, That hereafter no Biſhop ſhall make any perſon, of what 
qualities oꝛ gifts ſoever, a Deacon and a Miniſter both toge-

The Sacraments not to be refuſed at che hands of 
unpreaching Miniſters. 


Hereas divers perſons ſeduced by falſe Teachers, do 

refuſe to have their childꝛen baptized by a Piniſter that 

is no Pꝛeacher, and to receive the holy Connnunton at his hands 
in the ſame reſpec, as though the vertue of thoſe Sacraments 
did depend upon his ability to preach: Fozaſmuch as the Oo⸗ 
ctrine both of Baptiſin and of the Loꝛds Supper is ſa ſuffictent⸗ 
ly (ct down in the Botz of Common Pꝛaper to be ed at the 
Adminiſtration of the ſaid Sacraments, as nothing can be ad- 
- ded unto it that is material and neceſſary: Ae do require and 
charge every ſuch perſon ſeduced as afo2eſaid , to retoꝛm that 
their wilfulnefs, and to ſubmit himſeſfto the oꝛder of the Church 
in that behalt, both the ſald Sacraments being equally effectual, 
whether they be miniſtred by a Miniſter that is no Pꝛeacher, 02 
by one that is a Pꝛeacher. Ind ik any hereafter ſhall offend here- 
in, 02 leave their own Pariſh Churches in thatreſpec, and com- 
municate, oꝛ cauſe their childꝛen to be bapttzed in other Pariſhes 
abꝛoad, and will not be moved thereby to rekoꝛm that their Er⸗ 
roꝛ and unlawful courſe: Let them be p2eſented to the Oꝛdina⸗ 
ry of the place by the Miniſter, Church-wardens, and Side- 
men 02 Queſt-men ofthe Pariſhes where they dwell, and there 
receive ſuch puniſhment by Eccleſiaſtical cenſures , as ſuch ob- 
ſtinacy doth wo2thily deſerve: that is, Let them (perſiſting in 
their wilfulneſs) be luſpended, and then after a moneths further 
obſtinacy , excommunicated. And likewiſe if any Parſon, Cli⸗ 
car, 02 Curate, ſhall after the publiſhing hereof, either receive 
to the Communion any ſuch perſons which are not of his own 
Church and Partſh, o2thall bapttze any of their W thereby 
_ 2 rength- 
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ſtrengthening them in their laid Erroꝛs: Let him be ſuſpended, 
and not releãſed thereof, until he do faithfulfy pꝛomiſe that he 
will not afterwards offend therein.

Miniſters reading Divine Service, and adminiſtring the Sacraments, 
to wear Surplices, and Graduates therewitt all, Hoods. 


E Miniſter ſaying the publick ]22avers, oꝛ miniſtring the 
Sacraments, oz other Rites ofthe Church, ſhall wear ade- 
cent and comely Surplice with ſleeves , to be pꝛovided at the 
charge ofthe Pariſh. And if any queſtion artſe touching the mat- 
ter, decency, oꝛ comelineſs thereof, the ſame ſhall be decided by 
the diſcretion ofthe Oꝛdinary. Furthermore, ſuch Miniſters as 
are ©2aduates, ſhall weare upon their Surpltces at ſuch times 
ſuch Pods as by the Dwders of the Univerſities are agreeable 
to their Oegrees, which no Miniſter ſhall wear (being no G2a- 
diate) under pain of ſuſpenſion. Motwithſtanding it ſhall be 
lawful fo2 ſuch Miniſters as are not Oꝛaduates , to wear upon

Uery Parſon , Uicar, oꝛ Curate, upon every Sunday and 
Holiday befoze Evening P2aver , ſhall fo2 half an hour o: 
mo2e , examine and tnſtrua-the Youth and ignoꝛant perſons of 
his Pariſh, in the ten Commandements, the Articles of the 
- Belief, and in the Lo2ds P2ayer : and ſhall diligently hear, in⸗ 
ſiruct , and teach them the Catechiſm ſet foꝛth in the Book of 
Common P?2ayer. And all Fathers, Bothers, Paſters and 
Miſtreſſes, ſhall cauſe their Childzen, Servants, and Appꝛen⸗ 
tices, which have not learned the Catechiſm, to come to the 
Church at the time appointed, obediently to hear, and to be 02- 
dered by the Miniſter, until they have learned the ſame. And it 
any Miniſter neglect his duty herein, let him be ſharply repꝛoved 
upon the firſt complaint, and true notice thereof given to the 
Biſhop oꝛ Dwdinary of the place.

FR as it hath been a ſolemn, antient, and laudable 
Cuſtome in the Church of God, continued from the Apo- 
ſtles times, that all Biſhops ſhould lay their hands upon ol 
dꝛen baptiſed and tnſfruced in the Catechiſm of Chuſtian Re- 
ligion, pꝛaying over them, and bleſſing them, which we com-

T5 every Pariſh Church and Chappel within this Realm, 
| (hall be pꝛovided one Parchment Bok at the charge of the 
Pariſh, wherein ſhall be wꝛitten the day and year of every Chyt- 
ſtening, Wedding and Burtal, which have been in that Pariſh 
ſince the time that the Law was firſt made in that behalf, ſo far 
as the ancient Books thereof can be pꝛocureo, but eſpecially 
ſince the beginning ofthe Keign of the late Queen. And fo2 the 
ſafe keeping of the laid Book, the Churchwardens at the charge 
of the Pariſh, ſhall pꝛovide one ſure Coffer with thꝛee Locks 
and Keys; whereof the one to remain with the Miniſter, and 
the other two with the Churchwardens ſeverally; ſo that nei⸗ 
ther the Miniſter without the two Churchwardens , no2 the 
Churchwardens without the Piniſter, ſhall at any time take 
that Bak out of the ſaid Cotter. And hencefo2th upon every 
Sabbath day, immediately after Poming 0 Evening Pꝛaper, 
the Miniſter and Churchwardens thall take the (aid ]Parchment 
Soak out of the ſaid Coffer, and the Miniſter in the pꝛeſence of 
the Churchwardens ſhall Write and Reco2d in the laid Book, 
the names cf all perſons Chꝛiſtened, together with the names 
and ſurnames of their Parents, and alto thenames of all per-

Burial: And that done, they ſhall lay up that Bak in the Cof: 
fer as befo2e : And the Viniſter and Churchwardens unto eve- 
ry page of that Book, when it ſhall be filled with ſich Inſcripti⸗ 
ons, ſhall ſubſcribe their names. And the Churchwardens ſhall 
once every year within one moneth after the five and twentieth 
day of March, tranſmit unto the Biſhop of the Dtocels, 92 his 
Chancello2], a true Copy of the names of all perſons Chzt- 
ſtened, Märriend 02 Buryed in their Pariſh in the year befoze 
(ended the ſaid five and twentieth day of March) and the certain 
days and moneths in which every ſuch Chꝛiſtening, Marriage 
and Burial was had, to be ſubſcribed with the Hands of the ſata 
Miniſter and Churchwardens, to the end the ſame may faith:

Miniſters not to Preacli or Adminiſter the Communion in 
private Houſcs. 


NP Miniſter ſhall Pꝛeach oz Adminiſter the holy Commun: 
on in any pꝛivate houſe, except it be in times of neceſſity, 
when any being either ſo impotent, as he cannot go to the 
Church, oꝛ very dangerouſly ſick, are deſirous to be partakers 
of the holy Sacrament, upon pain of ſuſpenſion fo? the firſt of- 
tence, and Ercommunication fo2 the ſecond, Þ2ovided, that 
houſes are here reputed fo2 p2ivate houſes , wherein are no 
Chappels dedicated and allowed by the Eccleſiaſttcal Laws of 
this Realm. And p20vided alſo under the pains befoze erpreſ: 
ſed, that no Chaplains do Pꝛeach o2 Adminiſter the Communt- 
on in any other places, but in the Cyappels of the ſaid Houſes; 
and that alſo they do the ſame very ſeldom upon Sundays and 
Pol days: So that both the Lozds and aſters of the ſaid 
Houſes and their Families ſhall at other times reſozt to their 
own Mean Churches, and there receive the holy Communion 
at the leaft once every year,

Dꝛalmuch as all Conventicles and ſecret Meetings of 
Pꝛieſts and Viniſters, have been ever juſtly accompted 
very hurtful to the State ofthe Church wherein they live : Qe 
do now oꝛdain and conſtitute, That no Pꝛieſts oꝛ Miniſters of 
the TUo2d of God, noꝛ any other perſons, ſhall meet together in 
any p2vate houſe oꝛ elſewhere, to conſult upon any matter 02 
courſe to be taken by them, 02 upon their motion o2 direction by 
any other, which may any way tend to the impeaching 02 depꝛa⸗ 
ving of the Doctrine of the Church of England, o2 of the Bak 
of Common Payer, oꝛ of any part of the Government and Dil. 
cipline now eſtabliſhed in the Church of England, under pain of 
Excommunication iplo tacto. 


LXXIV. 
Decency in Apparel enjoyned to Miniſters, 


He true, ancient and flouriſhing Churches of Chaiſt being 
ever deſirous that their Pꝛelacy and Clergy might be had 


as well in outward Reverence, as otherwiſe regarded fo2 the 
8 well tward R 3 F2 g wo2thineſs 
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worthineſs of their Miniſtery, did think it fit by a pꝛeſcript foꝛm 
of decent and comely Apparel, to have them known to the peo- 
ple, and thereby to receive the honotir and eſttmatton due to 
the ſpectal Meſſengers and Miniſters of Almighty God : We 
therefoze following their grave judgment, and the ancient cu⸗ 
ſtom of the Church of England, and hoping that in time new- 
fangleneſs of Apparel in ſome factious perſons will die of it ſelf, 
do conſtitute and appoint, That the Archbiſhop and Bichops 
ſhall not intermit to uſe the accuſtomed Apparel of their Oc- 
grees. Likewiſe all Deans, Maſters of Colledges, Archdea- 
cons and Pꝛebendaries in Cathedꝛal and Collegiate Churches, 
being Piieſts 02 Deacons) Docto2s in Divinity, Law and 
hylick, Batchelers in Divinity, Paſters ot Arts and Batchel- 
ers of Law having any Eccleſtaſtical Living, ſhall uſually wear 
Gowns withſtanding collers, and fleeves ſtrait at the hands, 
02 wide ſleeves as is uſedin the Aniverſities, with Oads o2 Tip- 
pets of Silk oꝛ Sarcenet, and ſquare Caps. And that all other 
Miniſters admitted 02 to be admitted into thẽ t Function, hall al- 
ſd uſually wear the like Apparel as is afozeſaid, except Tippets 
only. We do further in like manner oꝛdain, Chat all the ſaid Ec- 
cleſiaſtical perſons above mentioned, ſhall uſually wear in their 
Tourneys Cloaks with Sleeves, commonly called JIzteits 
Cloaks,without Gards,TUelts, tong Buttons oz Cuts. And no 
Eccleſiaſtical perſon ſhall wear any Coite oꝛ wought Nightcap, 
but onely plain Mightcaps of black Silk, Satten o2 Uelvet, Jn 
all which particulars concerning the Apparel here pꝛeſcribed, our 
meaning is not to attribute any Holineſs oꝛ ſpectal TUo2thineſs 
to the ſaid Garments, but foꝛ decency, gravity and oder, as ts 
befo2e ſpecified, In pꝛivate Douſes,and in their Studies, the ſald 
perſons Eccleſiaſtical may uſe any comely and Scholar⸗like Ap⸗ 
parel, pꝛovided that it be not cut oꝛ pinckt ; and that in publick 
they $0 not in their Oublet and Hoſe, without Coats o2 Caf: 
ſocks : and that they wear not any light coloured Stockings, 
Likewiſe po Beneficed men and Curates(not being adle to pꝛo⸗ 
vide themlelves long Gowns) may go in ſhozt Gowns, ofthe fa- 
ſhionafozeſaid, —

D Eccleſiaſtical perſon ſhall at any time, other then koꝛ t 
N honeſt neceſſities reſo2t to any Taverns 02 leben. 
neither 
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neither ſhall they board oꝛ lodge in any ſuch places. Further. 
moꝛe, they ſhall not give themſelves to any baſe oꝛ ſervile la⸗ 
bour, 02 to dunking 92 riot, ſpending their time tdlely by day oꝛ 
by night, playing at Dice, Cards o? Tables, oz any other un- 
lawful game: but at all times convenient, they (hall hear oz 
read ſomewhat of the holy Scriptures , 02 ſhall occupy them- 
ſelves with ſome other honeſt ſtudy o2 exerciſe , alwayes doing 
the things which ſhall appertain to honeſty, and endeavouring 
to pꝛoſit the Church of God, having alwayes in mind that they 
ought to ercell all others in purity of life, and ſhould be exam 
pics to the people to live well and Chaiſtianly , under pain of

Dꝛalmuch as we are deſirous to redꝛeſs ſuch abuſes and 
aggrievances as are ſaid to grow by Somners 02 Appa- 
ritoʒs; le think it meet that the multitude of Appart- 
tozs be (as much as is poſſible) abꝛidged oꝛ reſtrained: 

TUherefoze we decree and o2vain, That no Biſhop 02 ___ 
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ton, oꝛ their Aicars oꝛ Offictals, oꝛ other fnferfout Owdinaries, 
ſhall depute oꝛ have mo2e Apparitos to ſerve in their Jurisdicti⸗ 
ons reſpectively, then either they o2 their pꝛedeceſſoꝛs were ac⸗ 
cuſtomed to have thirty years befoze the publiſhing of theſe our 
preſent Conſtitutions, All which Apparitoꝛs ſhall by themſelves 
faithfully execute their Dffices, neither ſhall they by any colour 
oꝛ pretence whatſoever cauſe oꝛ ſuffer their Mandates to be exe⸗ 
cited by any Meſſengers 02 Subſtitutes, unleſs it be upon ſome 
god cauſe to be firſt known and appꝛoved by the Oꝛdinary of the 

lace. Mozeover, they ſhall not take upon them the office of 

20moters 02 Intoꝛmers fo2the Court, neither ſhall they erac 
moze oꝛ greater Fees then are in theſe our Conſtitutions foz- 
metly pzeſcribed, And if either the number of the Apparitoꝛs 
deputed ſhall exceed the foꝛeſaid limitation, oꝛ any of the ſatd Ap- 
parito2s ſhall offend in any of the pꝛemiſſes, the perſons depuͤ⸗ 
ting them, if they be Biſhops, ſhall upon admonition of thetr 
Supertfour, diſcharge the perſons erceeding the number ſo limi⸗ 
ted: if inferfour Dwdinaries, they ſhall be Suſpended from the 
execution of their Dffice until they have diſmiſſed the Appari⸗ 
toꝛs by them ſo deputed, and the parties themſelves ſodeputed 
ſhall fo2 ever be removed from the Office of Apparitoꝛs: and if 
being ſo removed, they deſiſt not from the ererciſe of their ſaid 
Offices, let them be puniſhed by Eccleſtaftical cenfures as per- 
ſons contumactous. P2ovided, that if upon experience the num: 
ber of the ſaid Apparitozs be to great in any Diocefs in the judg- 
ment of the Archbiſhop of Cancerbury fo2 the time being, they 
- "x him be fo abꝛidged as he ſhall think meet and conve-
